The long-standing fight between railroads and 
tru cking companies once had only academic and 
long-range interest for those on the ou tside. 
Now 
; the controversy, or more specifically its effects, has 
become very important. 
Restrictive state laws, enacted often to pro­ 
tect railroads against the competition of tru cks, 
j tires, gasoline and manpower in moving war m a­ 
teriel. 
The qu estion now is not whether railroad or 
tru ckman shall get a particu lar moving job. 
The 
1 problem rapidly is becoming one of finding means 
of moving vital war produ cts in a hu rry. 
Also, 
insofar as we mu st and do u se tru cks, there is the 
need for making every pou nd of ru bber, every gal­ 
lon of gasoline, every hou r of man and ear u sag e1 
produ ce a max imu m of resu lts. 
It becomes, then, the patriotic du ty ot every 
state to re-ex amine its tru cking statu tes and de- 
| termine which restrictions can safely be lifted, if 
only for the du ration of the war. 
The situ ation has been rather thorou ghly pu b­ 
licized.

These are only a few ou t of hu ndreds of au then­ 
ticated illu strations -often more dramatic than the 
ones mentioned, hu t indescribable in the space avail­ 
able here—of the statu tory confu sion that ex ists. 
Some states already have recognized the emer­ 
gency by liberalizing their statu tes. 
It is time all 
states got together on a u niform code as liber al, so ’ 
far as war shipments are concerned, as reasonable 
regard for highway safety will permit.

nent registration of voters. 
Harold B. Ricgel of Harrisburg, 
Saline county clerk and president 
of the State Association of Clerks, 
said reports he had received were 
generally to the effect that clerk» 
are proceeding 
with registration 
plans so as to be prepared for the 
November election in case there la 
noupecial session actton repealing 
or postponing the act. 
A number of county clerks, Rie- 
gel added, have appealed to Gov­ 
ernor Green to sponsor the law ’s 
postponement or repeal because of 
war-time difficulties in 
placing it 
in operation. 
Some further 
ac­ 
tion may be taken in this connec­ 
tion at the state convention of the 
Illinois County Officers' Associa­ 
tion opening today 
in Peoria, he 
explained. 
Effective J une 8 
The 
statute 
enacted by 
the 
general 
assembly last 
year ex­ 
tends to all of the state the per­ 
manent vcter registration system 
which has been in effect for sev­ 
eral years 
in Chicago and 
nine 
downstate 
cities having election 
commissions. It requires that vot­ 
ers register in advance, 
starting 
J une 8 
in the offices 
of county 
clerks, 
and establish their eligi­ 
bility to vote. 
Voters failing to register would 
be eligible to vote in the Novem ­ 
ber general election only 
if they 
filled out the registration card at 
the polling place, 
and signed an 
affidavit of eligibility. Election of­ 
ficials here 
have estim ated this 
procedure would require about 15 
minutes for each voters, and that 
it would complicate voting if large 
numbers failed to 
register in ad­ 
vance. 
Riegel estimated 
the registra­ 
tion plan will cost the counties an 
average of $150 
per precinct, and 
said some 
counties 
bIso would 
have difficulties in financing 
it.
